ind u stry today lacked only G o v e r­ 
nor Sigler’s approval for in tro d u c­ 
tion. 
The m easu re 
w as 
d raw n 
by 
Hep. P aul Arnold (R -D etroit), 
a 
b uilder in p rivate life an d c h a ii- 
m an of a special H ouse com m ittee 
investigating housing. 
The chief executive m ust open 
tile subject for consideration b e ­ 
fore it can be considered at 
the 
cu rren t special 
session. 
A rnold 
said the governor w as s y m p a th e ­ 
tic. but Sigler has n ev e r m e n tio n ­ 
ed it as am ong the 
subiects 
he 
has on tap for an ex p ected later 
m-'o-nge to the legislature. 
“F eath erb ed d in g ” w ould be hit 
by the bill’s provision th at unions 
would be forbidden to encage in 
an y activity which w ould a rtifi­ 
cially raise the cost 
of 
building 
services or m aterial.

R o d d e rs

M an u fa ctu rers 
w ould be forbid­ 
d e n to charge bonuses, 
com m is­ 
sions or b rokerage fees over the 
cost of m aterials and to ask m ore 
than IO per cent above the going 
rate for m aterials or sci 'ices. 
R o u tin g of building 
n d en n is 
through anv h u t “the norm al and 
aecepted historical p ath s 
to boost 
the price w ould also be forbidden. 
Violators would be liable to 2 
veals* im prisonm ent, fines of up 
to $2,000 or both. 
“ I am firm ly convinced that this 
bill gets at the h e a rt of the high

The strike, called Feb. 24 by 
m em bers of th e A FL F ederation 
of Teachers, had affected m ore 
th an 2,000 teachers in 92 schools 
and had idled m ore th a n 65,000 
children.

m em bers 
of

union. 
T he settlem ent boosts the p e r­ 
m anent m inim um from $2,000 to 
$2,400 and th e 
m axim um 
from 
$4,200 to $4,400. 
T he board speci­ 
fied, how ever, th a t all reg u lar full 
tim e teachers w ould receive the 
$30 a m onth increase for the re ­ 
m aining 
seven 
and 
one 
half 
m onths of schools in 1948.

1949, the m in i­ 
m um scale will rem ain at $2,400 
and the m a x im u m scale will be 
set at $4,400. 
Tile teachers agreed to m ake up

during the strike.

Perhaps another meeting of 
this kind can still be arranged before the 
city election April 5. 
Some of the candidates for the council 
are well known and others are not so well 
known in the community. Few voters can 
truthfully say that they know all of the 
candidates well enough to properly 
ap­ 
praise them regarding their qualifications 
for serving on the council. 
Meetings of this kind would do more than 
provide an opportunity for interested vot­ 
ers to see and hear the candidates, although 
that is importance in itself.

also

WOOD AND MORE WOOD — 
Many people in these days burn 
wood only in a parlor fireplace. 
They appreciate the 
glow 
and 
w arm th of a wood fire, but they 
consider it a luxury, not an es­ 
sential, as did their grandparents. 
And there are the folks who do 
burn wood, either for heating or 
cooking, or both. Wood 
is 
still 
being used in quite

OF MANY USES— In an earlier 
day the wheels of industry were 
turned th o u g h power supplied by 
burning wood.

pended upon wood to provide the 
heat necessary in separating the 
metal from the ore.

Delayed Draft Is Urged 
P R E S ID E N T 
TRUMAN’S 
request for a 
full blown military draft as well as for 
a universal military training law has been 
countered by a proposal favored by Senate 
Republicans that seems to have consider­ 
able merit. 
Republican 
proposal 
would 
call 
for 
prompt adoption of a selective service law 
and the registration of young men for mili­ 
tary service. There would not be any call 
for inductions, however, unless later con­ 
ditions necessitated it. 
The effect of this plan would be to stim­ 
ulate voluntary enlistments, probably suf­ 
ficiently so to eliminate the need for an 
outright draft. Also it would grease Hie se­ 
lective service machinery so that if the 
world situation worsened, 
speedy 
action 
could be developed to enlarge the armed 
forces. 
At the same time the plan would provide 
evidence to Russia or any other nations 
that we are sincere in efforts to assume our 
responsibility in world affairs and 
give 
warning that we have no intention of being 
pushed around. 
The 
Republican 
proposal now under 
study appears to be a completely adequate 
solution to the present problem. Voluntary 
enlistments are already perking up as a re­ 
sult of draft discussions. The actual exist­ 
ence of such a law would probably be all 
that is nec.led to provide volunteers re­ 
quired to till any gaps in the military 
services. 


WOODING STATIONS— It was 
until 68 years ago that the C. & 
N. W. Railroad burned wood and 
wood only in its locomotives op­ 
erating between Escanaba and the 
mining country to the north. The 
North Western Newsiiner reports: 
“All the locomotives 
on 
this 
early line were given 
names as 
well as numbers, and the Negau­ 
nee, Escanaba, Iron 
Cliffs, 
Ma- 
quanty, Mississippi, Portage were 
the 
freight 
locomotives which 
pulled the iron ore. The passen­ 
ger engine was 
given 
a fleeter 
name—The Gazelle. But favorites 
among L«e early settlers w ere the 
little switch 
engines, 
familiarly 
called the Relief, 
Wasp, 
Tiger, 
Active, Montor and Vulcan. 
“These were all wood burning 
locomotives and the ‘wooding sta­ 
tions’ between Negaunee and Es­ 
canaba were Swanzy, Centerville 
(now 
Lathrop), 
Shake 
Town 
(now Trombly), Days River (now 
Bram pton). It was not until 1880, 
when the C. & N. W. began to feel 
the pinch of a scarcity of wood 
ior fuel that locomotives 
were 
converted into coal burners.”
